REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board had set three goals for itself to be 
achieved prior to Annual Meeting. First it wanted to go before the 
public to seek the authority to regulate sub-—divisions of property 
and to review site-plans. This was accomplished at 4 special Town 
Meeting on May 27, 1986. The second goal was to update the current 
Building Code for the Town of Langdon. With leadership provided by 
the Selectmen, the Planning Board met with the Board of Adjustment 
to review the code and to compare ideas. As a4 result of those 
meetings, the Planning Board has a number of proposals in this year's 
warrant that will make the building code easier to understand. The 
third goal was to develop a set of guidelines and regulations for 
the sub-division of property. This task was completed and approved 
by the Board, and the results are in the process of being prepared 
for circulation. This has been a very active year for the Planning 
Board and all the members are commended for their effort and time. 

With the authority granted to the Board to regulate sub— 
divisions, a number of issues came to its attention. First there 
was the matter of the purchase of large tracts of land to be sub— 
divided for resale purposes. As a result questions were raised 
about land developers and the kind of restrictions or compliances 
that should be imposed. It has been said that restrictions should 
be for the purpose of promoting positive and planned future growth, 
&S Opposed to being arbitrary or vege The Board's direction 
is for planned and positive growth. 

A second issue can best be illustrated by a somewhat vocal 
citizen who has been often heard to say, "Rules are made for 
everyone and no exceptions should be made." Easier said than done, 
because there are extenuating circumstances: hardship often being 
stated &s one. The Board's position has been that regulations 
approved by the Town's voters should apply to everyone, and excep— 
tions should be allowed only when and where they are permitted in 
the Building Code. With respect to hardship, the Planning Board 
often sites two New Hampshire Court decisions: 1.) Financial hard- 
ship in and of itself did not warrant the granting of &n exception 
and 2.) The criterion for recognizing a hardship was not with the 
uniqueness of the plight of the owners but the uniqueness of the land 
causing the plight. 

4& third issue is one of following or being in compliance with 
the process and procedures set forth in the Building Code as well as 
the Regulations for Sub—divisions. The Board's position &s stated 
in the application procedure for requesting a sub-division is as 
follows: The sub—divider (the owner not the buyer) shall secure 
approval in accordance with the procedures set forth in the regula- 
tions and before any construction, land clearing or building devel- 
opment is done; before any building permit is granted or road access 
permit may be granted and before any sub-division plat may be filed. 
The Board feels particularly strong about this regulation for the 
following reasons, a.) it must be the owner of the land or an 
authorized agent that makes application and b.) an application for a 
sub-division can be denied if site work is started in anticipation 
of the application approval. We want to avoid having people being 
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out of compliance, or having people proceeding with their plans in 
anticipation of approval. Proceeding with plans because some person 
says, "It looks good to me, I see no problems." is being ill- 
advised.

The Police Department responded to 387 calls this year. 

Statistics are showing that breaking and entering, in the local- 
ity, is on the increase. If for any reason you plan to be away from 
your residence for an extended period of time, it would be in your 
best interest to notify your Police Department. More people are 
notifying this department when they are going to be away. This 
seems to be working out nicely. 

This last year the department has received a great number of 
dog complaintse I would like to remind the towns’ people that we do 
have a leash law in the town of Langdon. 

Under the article of new business, I have asked the Selectmen 
to bring before the voters to do away with the elected office of 
constable and have the position appointed by the Selectmen. This is 
because of the liability involved to the town and the necessary re— 
quirements forced on the part time police department, by the state 
of New Hampshire and the police standard and training council. This 
would allow the selectmen to hire any certified police officer with- 
out the cost of sending an individual to school for training. All 
police officers must be certified by state law. 

We would like to thank the LeFevre Ambulance Service for their 
co-operation and quick response this last year. Also the Langdon 
Fire Department and EMT's, they are excellént. 

As always in the past, Charlestown Police Department has been 
acting as Central Dispatch for the Langdon Police Department. We 
owe them many thanks.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1985 and June 1986, we experienced fewer fires than 
normal. The two leading causes of forest fires were again children 
and fires kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire 
Warden. Both causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibil- 
ity of State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber 
harvest regulations; however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber har— 
vest law may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 


If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax 
payment starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax 
Law that will impact all forest landowners. Contact your Board of 
Selectmen for timber tax forms.

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FLOOD ROAD DAMAGE 


On August 7th and 8th the town roads received damage from flooding. 
All roads received some damage and major damage was done to the Cold 
River Road, Hdgarton Road, Winch Hill Road, Kelly Road, and lesser 
damage to the Russell Road. The town was declared eligible for 
disaster assistance (7% Federal & 12.5% State) and damage estimates 
were: 


Cold River Road $28 , 313 
Edgarton Road 10,485 
Winch Hill Road 0,333 
Kelly Road 35,050 
Russell Road 560 
Total Damage $80,741 


All major damage work was completed before the ground froze at a 

cost of $79,296. The town share of this work was taken from the 

current highway budget. There will be some minor slope work and 

grading to be done in 1987 before most all of the damage from the 
flood is corrected. 


The town received from the State and Federal Government 4 
preliminary alotment in the amount of $52,987 and upon inspection 
and possible audit may grant us additional monies for flood damage 
expensese 
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
